tional Guard from Madison responded. There came a call for 
subscriptions to the first and second liberty loans and the fixed 
records were all shattered. There came a demand from .the ad- 
ministration to aid the Red Cross, the Y. M. C. A., and the K. of 
G., and again all records were over-scored. 
Madison is a. pa- 


triotic city. 
There are no slackers from Madison in the jails. 


The record of 100 per cent demanded by the president has be*n 
more than fulfilled.

But these records have*ill been more or less confined to the 


efforts and contributions of individuals,—men and women of 
small means.

With the peace negotiations at Brest-Litovsk again re- 


ported broken off temporarily, the Russian constituent as- 
sembly has opened its session in Petrograd. The Bolshe- 
viki., government controlled the opening which-was not at- 
tended, by members of the constitutional democratic party 
who, wjth a majority ofthe social revolutionists, form the 
opposition to the followers, of Premier Lenine. 


Demonstrations against Bolsheviki efforts to conti««d 


the assembly were not as large as expected, although five 
persons were killed and a dozen wounded by Red Guards 
when they fired on a group of paraders. 


Another halt in the Russo-German peace pourparlers 


is reported in a news dispatch received in London from 
Petrograd which says that the Russian delegates are re- 
turning to. their capital, The German emissaries at Brest- 
Litovsk are said to be endeavoring.'to force the Russians to- 
break off the negotiations finally on a minor point so as to 
cast the blame on the Russians. 


Relations between the Bolsheviki and Rumania are at 


the breaking point:' The ^Ninth Russian' army has de- ' 
manded that the Rumanian army on two hours' notice per- 
mit the Russians free passage through Jassy. ' King Fer- 
dinand whose arrest has been ordered by Premier Lenine, 
is reported to be under the protection 'of the entente allies!
